Russia is the greatest debtor in the history 
of the world. At the end of October last the 
Russian National Debt amounted to the 
enormous sum of £975,000,000, while that of 
wealthy England was only £800,000,000, or 
£175,000,000 less Only France exceeds the 
Russian total, her debt being £1,200,000,000, 
and France is far richer than Russia, But 
while the National Debts of France and Eng- 
jandare mainly raised at home, Russia has 
raised loans to the amount of about 
£680,000,000, in foreign countries. The new 
loan of £90,000,000 contracted in April, 1906, 
assures Russia's solvency for hardly a year. 
and on August 12, 1908, the Government has 
to redeem Exchequer Bills to the amonnt of 
£16,200,000. Another anxious day for the 
Russian Government will be July 1, 1911, 
when the Dutch-German loan of £25,000,000 
will have to be paid back if the bolders of 
bonds give in their claim up to January 1, 
1911. In 1917 the repayment of the new 
gigantic loan of £90,000,000 begins by draw- 
ing by lot, and continues for forty years. It 
is dificult to guess where the Russian State 
will find the £150,000,000 which are to be 
repaid within the next fifty years, even if 
all goes on quietly ; and thea largest part of 
this money has to go abroad. A revolution 
which destroys tho valges, and diminishes 
both the wealth and the revenue of a nation 
never effectively improve the finances 
of aState. It can only regulate the finances 
by a State bankruptcy. The apparent bril- 
liancy of Russian finance, by which the eyes 
of the uninitiated have hitherto been dazzled, 
has two causes—both of which no longer 
exist—namely, the intlow of foreign capital, 
and autocracy. But owing to the outbreak of 
the revolution people abroad have become 
disinclined to entrust the Russian Government 
and Russian enterprise with more of their 
savings, and in consequence of these two 
events the breakdown of Witte's financial sys- 
tem has become unavoidable. Will the Duma, 
which is dominated by Russian peasants, put 
the interests of the creditors of the Russian 
State before the interests of the Russian 
peasant 1 In all probability it will sacrifice the 
interests of the Russian State creditor to the 
impetuous demands of the Russian peasant, 
and will cease to pay interest. To put it shortly, 
the Future of Russia is, according to Professor 
Martin, Revolution and Bankruptcy.

RGYPTIAN NATIONALISM. 


Io another column we annonnce the rotire- * 
ment of the managing director of the Alex- 
andria Water Co., Mr. Cornich, C.M.G. The 
year 1841 saw the birth of the King, Lord 
Cromer, and Mr. Cornish, who came to Egypt 
firat in the employment of the well-known 
engineering firm of Euston Anderaon & Co., 
at that time (the early seventies) mach oc- 
capied in putting up machinery connected 
with Ismoil Pasha’s sugar factories in Upper 
Egypt. The same firm had to do with the 
water works at Beyrout in Syria and also 
with those in Alexandria. After some yoars 
in the upper country, Mr. Cornish was trans- 
ferred by the firm to Beyroat in charge of the 
water works of that town. About 1879 he 
was appointed manager of the water worka 
at Alexandria, and although the company has 
changed hands since then, Mr. Cornish 
always continaed to fill this post, the valoe 
of his services having always been fully 
recognised. 


MUSTAPHA KAMEL AND THE “TIMES.” 


Mastapha Pasha Kamel writes as follows 
to the “Times” :— 

I was surprised, as were all the Egyptians 
surpriced, to read your Correspondent’s mes- 
sage az well as the article you published in 
your paper with reference to the “Egyptian 
Standard” instituted ander the auspices of a 
company which appointed me as editor and 
manager. 

Iam perfectly aware that troth may, for 
political reasons, be sometimes concealed, but 
I never thoaght for one moment that jour- 
nalism, in the high avd honourable sense of 
the word, is liable to untraths or falaehooda. 
It has always been my decided conviotion that 
troe joarnalists are above combating their 
political antagonists by such means aa are 
condemoed by troe hononr and irreproachable 
demeanoar. 

lt is, no doubt, astonishing to fiod English 
pewapapera at one time unanimous as to the 
magnitade cf the status of the national party 
in Egypt and the ix fluence it exercises through- 
out the valley of the Nile in regard to all kinds 
of movements of which it ie deemed the author, 
and at other times find such papers alleging 
that the party in qvestion is not in a position 
to institute a company with such a small 
capital ag £20,000. 

How can “The Times” ignore, or attempt 
to ignore the fact that I kept aloof from his 
Highness the Khedive ever since October 25, 
19041 Sach separation was then published in 
“Al Lewa” newspaper and subsequently qaoted 
by several other papers. I am in a position to 
state openly that ever since my declaring my 
separation I never met, nor did I ever intend 
to meet’his Highness, Sach a policy was inten- 
tionally pursued by me, because I wished to 
follow an independent coarse of conduct not 
connected in any way with official circles. Such 
a policy, as you would no doubt agree with 
me, would leave no doubt as to the honesty of 
my intentions and would permit no one to 
suspect my position. It is, moreover, to be born 
in mind that such a step as have taken in 
connexion with my relationship with his High- 
ness would prevent my being the canse of any 
political trouble arising between him and his 
Britannic Majesty's Government. “The Times” 
would be mach mistaken in imagining that I 
intend to instigate trouble or dieturbance in 
Egypt, my trae intention being to direct all 
my endeavours towards securing for Egypt a 
constitational Government, trae liberty, and 
the evacuation of British troops, as was 
promised by the late Queen, Lord Salisbury, 
Mr. Gladstone, and several other eminent 
English diplomatists. 

The English nation bears a great deal of 
what Lord Cromer writes or says about Egyptian 
affairs. This is only the English side of the 
question, but out of justice the English nation 
should also know the Bgyptian side as well. I 
venture to state that Egyptian opinions, aspira- 
tiona, and sentiments are very little known in 
England. The object of the “Egyptian Standard” 
is to supply this want by imparting first-hand 
knowledge in all matters relating to Bgypt and 
its varied affsire, Thie, in my opinion, would 
be most valuable, as it would help enormonsly 
to prevent all misunderstandings between the 
two nations.

Daring the troublous sommer ot 1882 Mr, 
Cornish’s devotion to daty, as well as his most 
clever and able arrangments for the defence 
of the water sapply of Alexandria, have always 
elicited the warmest acknowledgment from 
his fellow citizens, and, at the time, won for 
him the bonour of a C.M.G. from the British 
Government. After ths massacre of June 11 
Mr.-Cornish despatched his wife and family to 
Syria, and then, fearing that in the utterly 
lawless state of everything, an atteck might be 
made on the water: works, he proceeded to put 
into effect a plan of defence, His first step was 
to weed out and get rid of all employés on 
whom he could not depend—and then he eet 
to work. The defences were arranged by means 
of hot water and steam pipes, so that, on 
avy attack bei.g made on the buildin, the 
defenders could work those jate and streams 
of boiling watar and steam on their assailants 
in a manner that would ensure precipitate 
retreat. After afew daya Mr. Cornish became 
auspicious of one of his men, a Maltese, anda 
very capable workman, The man was despatch- 
edon some errand, and during his absence 
Mr. Cornish discovered hidden in his tool-box 
a misote and oarefally drawo plan of the 
building with all its defences!

DEATH OF BARONESS 
BURDETT-COUTTS. 


A GREAT PHILANTHROPIST. 


— 


KINGS AND QUEEN'S SYMPATIHLY. 


Lonpon, December 31. 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts if dead 
Their Majesties have telegraphed the ex 
pres:ion of their great regret anisympathby.( 2.) 


The gracions and noble lady, who bas 
passed away in ber ninety-fourth year, will 
from her many achievements have a very pro: 
minent place in any social history of the 
Victorian Era, In the .year of Qaeen Victoria's 
accession, Miss Burdett, ‘the youngest daughter 
ofa youngest daughter,” inherited the great 
fortane—a fortune almost unprecedented at 
that day—of her maternal grandfather, Mr 
Thomas Conatte, onderthe will of his second 
wife, who after the death of her hasband had 
married the Duke of St. Albans. Throaghout 
the reign of Qaeean Victoria her life is a story 
of philanthropy and charitable work, on s 
scale soch agit has very rarély fallen within 
the means of any private citizsn to attempt 
There bave been few.more notable women in 
oar time than she who shared the fame of 
Qneen Victoria in 1837 “What will thoy do 
with it?’ peop'e were asking in that year of 
two young women—Princess V.ctori1, who 
was succeeding t») tha throne of England, and 
Miss Angela Burdett, who hid inherited 
thirteen tous of English soversigns. 

How well the Princess Victoria discharged 
her heritage all the world knows, and the fame 
of the Baroness is scarcely leis world-wide. 
There is hardly a corner of the Empire in which 
she had not carried her open parse, and where 
she had not bailt cathedrals or sent out emi 
grants, her work had not been less effective 
because it had not bsen advertised to the worl 1. 
She was one of the first Imperialists, and long 
before it Was fashionable to take an interest in 
the Empire the Baroness Bardett-Coutts helped 
to build up oar Colonies aud m»ke the Co- 
lonists feel at home. 

She was a generous friend of General (i rdon, 
and it was through her enterprise that Gordon 
received his last batch of letters from home. 
The Baroness engaged a Moroce trader 
t> delixer them in disguise, and he reached 
Khartoum safely. Indirectly, therefore, the 
Baroness may be said to have been the last 
friend in England to commanicate with 
Gordon 

She was certainly one of the last friends to see 
him in England. Before going to Khartoum,Gor 
don spent almost his last hoors in England at 
the housecf Baroness Coutts, and he had a 
keepsake he foand there present with him to 
the last. ‘May I have thia for a keepsake ?” he 
asked, picking op & small letter-case lying on 
the table, and, little guessing that it would be 
the last reqaest he would ever mako to her, the 
Baroness allowed him to take itaway. “I 
have received the most indisputable proof,” 
she said, that Gordon carried this simple gift 
in his breast-pocket to the day of his death.” 

In bis own sphere Mr. Bardett-Coutts has 
achieved a fame not so far-reaching, bat not 
less well earned than that of his wife There is 
@ pretty story which, if it were trae, woald 
make the marriage quite romantio---and ro- 
wantic indead jt waa. But it is not trae, as wo 
have been told so often, that when many years 
ago the Baroness invited the boys of » school 
to lanch with her only one called, and that 
boy was to be her husband, [t is a pretty 
fiction. Nor ig it trae that Mr. Bardett-Coutts 
had a situation in Coutts’ Bank, or that he 
wag ever in any sense the Baroness’s secretary. 

As Mr, William Ashmead-Bartlett he had 
long been the friend ot the Baroness before they 
became partners in life, and his visit to Tarkey 
during the war, when the Barongss raised 
£30,000 in a faw days for tbe distressed 
peasants, was a parely voluntary and trie: d'y 
undertaking, aud not, as it bag been repre 
sented, i1 the capacity of an ‘talmoner.” 
So, too, was his toar in the West ot Ireland, 
when the Baroness did so much to relieve the 
suffering throogh the famine. 

Few women refused more proposals of 
marriage in their youth than the late Baroness. 
“Miss Coutts likes me,” Lord Hoaghton onca 
said, ‘because I never proposed to her. Alm at 
all the yoang men of good family did ; thusa 
who did their daty by their family always 


did. Miss Browne (Miss Coatta’s companion) 


used to see it coming, and took herself out of 
the way for ten minuter, buat she only went 
into the next room, and left the door open, snd 
then the proposal tok place and immediately 
it was done Miss Cuntts cooghed, and Mis 
Brown came in sgain.” 

There is a good story cf the Duke of Welling- 
ton which comes to mind. Jt was ramourei 
soon after Miss Burdett had come into 
her inberitance that the Duke of Wellington 
was to make her his bride, and an old friend 
asked the Dake if the ramour had any foanda- 
tion. "I said she deserved to ba a Duchess, not 
that | would make her one,” the Duke replied; 
and when the story was repeated to Mi-g 
Coutts she remarked, ‘J think the Duke 
should have said ‘could,’ not 'woald.’” 

As is natural with advancing years, she 
had of late led a retired life ; bat the house in 
Stratton-street was as hospitable as ever,and its 
hostess was always glad to welcome her mora 
intimate friends at the informal la:rcheona for 
which she was famoas, There was nothing 
either of the recluse or invalid about her, and 
her interest in public affairs was as keen as it 
ever had been. Her leisure was fully occupied 
in attending to her private charity, the extent 
and usefulness of which will never be known, 
becanse ehe was the last to aliow them to be 
made pablic. 

‘Great as have been the iatrinsic benefite,” 
the late Duches: of Teck once wrote, “that the 
Baroness has conferred on others, the moat 
signal of all has been the power of example—an 
incalculable quantity which no record of events 
CAD Measure.

BY SIR WILLIAM WILLCOCKS. 


At a somewhat.Jate date we hava received 
a copy of Sir Wm. Willcocks’ stady cf Mesopo 
tamis, an amplification of a lectare delivered 
by him at » meeting of the Khedivial Geogra- 
ph cal Society in Cairo on 25th March, 1903. 
‘oe work now before .ns contains valaable 
contribntions in the form of appendices by 
other aatboritier, each eminent in his own 
aphere. Sir John Ettivot, direotor general of the 
Meteorological Dept. of tho Indian Guvern- 
ment, writes on the Meteorology of Mesopota- 
nia. He makes a statement of vital import- 
ance in writing: “It is my impression that 
there bas been practically no change io the 
meteo-ological sondition of Mesopotamia.” 
Soch an opinion is watrautably tenable by 
examination of the tables of rainfall, tem- 
peratarer, etc. and Mr. Foaden, of the Khedi- 
vial Agrionitural Society, writes: “A brief 
examination of the climatic conditions of 
Mesopotamia leads one to the conclusion that 
with a kind soi] and an efficient system of 
irrigation, practically all these erops which 
floarish ender a subtropical sun might be 
saccessfully grown,” 

Land has largely gone out of cultivation, 
reverting in certain districts to swamp or 
salt tracts, bat. granted drainsge ard frriga- 
tion the eountry‘would easily and rapidly be 
reinstated to its former condition of noted 
fertility. 1t.ie the weary story of neglect of 
the magnificent irrigation works of antiqoity, 
regalators and canals on a scale unknown in 
ancient Kyypt, ‘which depended on ‘a basin 
system far inferior to the system of perennial 
irrigation beg: nas late as the time of Mohamed 
Aly and only now being perfecte! centuries 
after soch works in Mesnpotamia had fallen 
to rnin and decay. Something out of the 
wreck night still be saved, though much is 
irratrievably rained, 

The Nile is foor times the siz» of 
Euphrates and twice the size of the Tigris. 
Those two rivers, snow fed from the Armenian 
mountains; approach each other to within a 
distance of 30 miles at Bagdad, follow a 
Deltaic course of aboot.500 miles, till they 
unite at Karna, from which point they con. 
tinoe onder the name of the Jliver Busra, 
fill in another 100 miles of course the Per- 
sian Galt is reached. ‘I'he Deltaio area cf 
the two rivers is 5,300,000 heptareg, consi- 


flerably more than twice the caltivated or ' 


oultiveble area of Egypt. This enqrmone ooun- 
try is divided by Bir W. Willoocks into 15 
proposed sections, seven on each river and 
one on the Basra. The figures given for one ot 


those séctions, Bigdad-Selenoia, are very in-: 


teresting. The area to be irrigated is 257,000 
hectares ; estimated oost, including interest 
charges, £1,000,000, and estimated retotn on 
this capital 19 %) per annom. The estimates 
appest reasonab’e : £2,000,00 for main works | 
and barrages, £1,500,000 for minor canals 
acd agricaltural development, and £500,000 | 
for interest charges.

A detailed plan of the Bagdad-Seleucia seo | 
tion is giver, and what atrikes one ia that the 
proposed main canals and drains ron at right 
angles to the rivers. lu Egypt, where the slope 
of the ccuntry is from sooth to north, the main 
canals and drains run parallel to the Nile. The 
slope of Mesopotamia is stated to be the same 
as Egypt—1/13,000. Every advantage has to 
be taken of that slope, and channels rnnning 
at right angles to it must be deepened to the 
tail end toprodncethe necessary flow. There 
msy be unstated reasons fir the proposed 
alignment. 

Deeply interesting as the remsking of an 
ancient coantry mast be, one is forced to oonsi- 
der what chance thre ia of the Torkirh 
Government ever allowing the work to be 
undertaken. ‘T'hat Government has displayed 
uowonted energy in poshing on the railway to 
Mecca. Thay are doing something with the 
Hindia Barre g4 on thé Kophrates, bat in deve- 
loping the canal they have lost the river. One 
would fain see a comprebensive scheme oarried 
out actively by soch a master of his profession 
as Sir Wm. Willcocks, the ‘Dog in the 
Manger” may postyone Te... a day.
